We further write in the ſame page— Thyſe tranſcen- 
dent Cat aftrophes, Revolutions of Sates, Monarchies, King- 
doms, Commnwealths, which then, viz, 1672. ſhall beon 
fort in Europe, almoft in every Nation thereof, ſhall give 
canſe of admiration unto the whole world, &c. The year 
1672. having been very prodigious by reaſon of his Ma- 
jeſty of England his aflociation with the King of France 
againſt the Hollanders, the late begun Wars berwixt Savy 
and Genoe the entrance of the Tark into V.krants, the 
arming of Souldiers by the Duke of Brandenburg, and of 
his Imperial Majefly, All theſe duly confidered, may 
give juſt occafjon to verifie what we then predi&ed, 17. 
in1654. and ro bclieve that much more is bchind to be 
ated» than is yet upon the Stage.
